Wood Lot* Prepare for Possible 


Shortage Next Season. 


Further orders from state fuel- ad- 
ministrator W. N. Fitzpatrick, acting 
for the federal government, have been 
received by Jesse Karle, the county 
fuel administrator, which forbids the 
sale of hard coal in more than one 
ton lots to individual 
purchasers. 
Enclosed with the order was an ex- 
tract from an order of one of the big 
coal Importers of the atate, located at 
Sheboygan, who established the one 
ton purchase system January 2. Also 
the fact that he had closed his farm 
home to conserve fuel, while having 
thousands of tone at his diapoial, and 
had set hit. farm employes splitting 
up stumps to heat his dairy plants. 
This fact probably led Mr. Earle 
to suggest that farmers with wood 
lots take a few afternoons off this 
winter and cut a supply o£ hard oak 
wood to meet a possible shortage 
next winter unless the situation im- 
proves materially during the summer.

"County Fuel Administrators: 
"First, I desire to say to you that I 
appreciate
